Another supplement contains detailed 
monthly data covering electric utility coal consump- 
tion, stocks, and receipts (quantity and price).

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended August 26, 
1989, as estimated by the Energy Information Ad- 
ministration, totaled 20 million short tons, about 
equal to production in the previous week and in 
the comparable week in 1988. Production East of 


the Mississippi totaled 12 million short tons, and 
production West of the Mississippi totaled 8 million 
short tons. Coal production for the year to date is 
about 3 percent ahead of the level produced to this 
date in 1988.
